dominion : yea, that Bavarjs himſclfc is a great 
Prince with his auxiliaries ; and on the other fide, 
that the Kings of great Bruttajne and Denmarke,were

ſuſjon of blood, if irmightbe ; Theyhaue as Iaifl 
lacked their hands,and 1na manner.ſate till as loo- 
kers on, while the Emperour hath proued like a 
wanton Lord among his Trees, cut downe, & felld 
which he-l:, and left the reſt ſtanding botd for ne- 
ccſſity and ornament : ſoas you know hath his Ar- 
mics prevailed in Germany, and there are {little or 
few forces to reſiſtor oppole him. 

This is the cauſc with ſome,other circumſtances 
of the weather, and ths time of yeare, that ſolittle 
pleafing-newes hath: bin expoted vnto you: Icall 
it-pleafing; for there are fewe Engliſh cares, but

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forwardto reuenge his brothers death, and there- 
fore the gonernment was ready for him, as princi- 
pall 74acer, which he accepted, and fo diſmiſſed his 
Army : bur ere it could fully be done, the the. Boſ- 
ſhawes that were already eſtabliſhed 'in the Sar 
Ports, for their owne priuate, excited the [anizaries 
to mutinic, and ſoa ſtrange tumult began to the 
ſlaughter of many men: both country and Cities 
full of vnruly ſouldiers: yea one letter hath it, that 
they aduentured into the Serdlfo,whereby the great 
Turke himſelfe was neereflaine. 

Other Letters come from Millezve to Venice, in 
which are theſe particulars, that about Berceloxs, . 
Cartagena, and the ſtreights of Gjvralter, there hae 
beene lately deſcried 70.faile of Turkes, who haue 
their Scowts and Pinaces to bring word of the 
returne of their Siluer Fleet, and fo arc ready to 
put to the Sea, as occaſion ſhall ſerue, whereupon 
many ſhips were arreſted, or ftaicd in ſeuerall ports 
of Spine to encounter with theſe Turkes, or ſome 
other deſigne vnknowne : that Colonell Balderon 
is marcht vp with 6000.toward pt, and there 
muſt attend the Empcrours pleaſure for his im- 
ployment. That the Emperour hath made the 
Duke of Afantes his Generall for /ra/y, inthe place 
of the Duke of $2a0y, who cuer had it, as a Feoda- 
ry to the Emperour, but how he will affe& this al- 
teration, time muſt diſcouer. And that the King of 
Spaize hath rewarded the Popes: Nuntio, ſince the. 
concluſion of moſt ſecrer affaires with the Biſho- 
pricke of Cateveo,worth 12000.Crownes Per avno, 
and belides giuen him an Abby art Sex}, worth 
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| $oo0. Crownes in annuall Enrdo. 


Thelaſt letter we have recciucd from Ferice (aics 
plainely, that there is great preparation made: in 
Spaine,both for men, money, and all warlikeproui: 
ſton, &<cither ro preuent Hol/anders for their incur. 
fions into therweſt-hedjes, or to ſet vpon them in 
their own countries vponany aduantage:that there 


_ + aremeſſengersof credit gone to Yjenpa to treat of 


the reſtitution of the Pa/atinare, That there are fo 
many ſouldiers at this inſtant in Coyſtamiinople, that 
a great dearth is begun, and the Iewes arc afraid of 
rifing. That the currantmoncy,both gold & pee- 
ces of '$are ſo inhaunced,that the Marchant leaues 
the Sacrd porta,and the trafiicke ſince the -warres is 
much decaied. :: TÞ2151:.10 
 FromViennathe temth of Febygary.” 

Wee haue foure ſcuerall Letters from Y7enna, 
which alchough they haue ſeucrall dates, yet at this 
time they ſhall goe together vnder one, In the firſt 
Ifinde,thatyhe Lord Eferhsſi Goucrnour of New- 
henſall cal ro Yienma with a ſtately traine,& made 
his entry as brauely:For befides his marching foul 
diers,hepreſented to his Imperiall Maicſtic ſome 
Turkiſh priſoners, with 5.Cammels,4. Moiles,and 
diuers faire horſes,with ſome Enſtgnes -of the 
Turks which were ſtrange to looke vpon, and for 
the ſtrangenes ſentto the Pope hauing a wonder- 
full motto of, Mache metto, & Chriſto Deo. They alſo 
make mention of the Embaſſador of Lotterimpze, 
who hath had diuers times audience of. Ceſar his 
Embaſſic tending to this purpoſe, that his Maſter 
did acknowledge himſeltc Feoaary to the Empire, 
and ſo would afſift him with 780e.men,as occaſton 
ſhould ſerue. A ſecond Letter from Yierma contai- 


ncth theſe particulars. That the Emperour hath -

ent the Lord Hegergennellor, C jancellor of the 


lower Auſtria, vnto the Duke of Bavaria for the ſur- 
revdring the land of E£xs,and by way of exchange 
Ceſar wall deliuer ynto him all the ypper Palatinete 
with the Townes properly belonging to the Ele 
Gorate Paletinate, as was reſolued onin the laſt Sef- 
fions of the YVaticae : that there is anew proclama» 
tion about the-coyne all ouer the countric, Thatin 
the end of 7azw7y there was agreat ſolemnity and 
concourſcof people on the Riuer of Danw to ſee 
the Empcrour paſtime himſelfe on the Ice : For 
| after they had beene at Maſſe in the Auſtzz Friers, 

and dinediinzhe pallace, hee went abroad with 
the Emprefie, :and his <childrea hauing a great 
craine of Lords in ſeuerall Sledds, beftdes the 
accompatyiggot the Spaniſh Embaſladour, and 
_ the Lord of Mepggaw. That the Lord Kirekberg 

Licuctenant Gouernour of Zixtz hath gotten a 
Grant of Bzvaria for the reſtitution of the Land 
of Exs, and while hce was reſident, at Mirchew 
Bexzrias Pallace, his Embaſladours. Ivece ready 
to certifie the Emperouras much, and that after 
all things wereſet in order in the vpper Palatir are, 
the Emperour ſhould finde the like corre. 
ſpondencie fo farre forth, as his holinefſe were 
made acquainted with the proceedings. That 
 theLord Poyray/ Embaſſadour to the Prince of 
Tranſuzanis certified his Imperiall Maieſtic, how 
all the Lords of Hazgary with the Palatine were 
ready to come to Yjenna, which made Czſay re- 
ſolue him, that as ſoone as they were aſſembled, 
Bethelem Gabor ſheuld haue an anſwer, and know, 
What to traſt vnto, either warre or peace, 


A third 
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A third Letter writeth of theſe particulars; 
that for all the Emperour had wonderfully pre- 
uayled in the Welt German: yet both Hun- 
gary and Bethelem Gabor held hima littletoit : 
whereupon there was great-conſultation in-77ez2- 
ne,what anſwere was to bee giuen to the prince, 
For if they concluded ona warre, Gabor being a 
tributary,and confederat with the GrandSignenr, 
it would toilow, that there muſt be parts taking, 
and the very T artars would come alfo to his a 
ſtance, and ſo #zugary & thoſe Prouinces might 
bee madea preyvnto {trange and barbarous pco- 
ple. Beſides, the /mperia# Embaſſador relident at 
Conſt antingple,might come in danger by ſome ar- 
reſt of his perſon, tor his Maſters making warre 
'yponthe Tarkes friends. It againe they condiſ- 
ecadcd vnto the Articles of Peace, the Emperours 
honour might be engaged, either by the refigna- 
tion of the Diademe of Hungary , or {lacking his 
reſolution againſt the King of Bohemza : {o what 
ſatisfaction can bee made to both puaities, time 
muſt declare,to which I referre you. 

In the ende of this Letter, there are certaine 
Brentaries , or Jtems, containing theſe particu- 
lars: That the Emperour 1s rather willing to a 
Peace, then warre , becauſe beeing all ready ina 
good forwardneſle, hee may with more conue- 
niencic ſettle the affaires of Gerzzante. -That a 
Poliſh Captaineof Horſe was ſtayd by a priuate 
Gentleman of his Countrey, and fo ſlaine, but 
the other is eſcaped.

A fourth Letterfrom 7jeuna contayneth theſe 
particulars, That there was a fſtriQ Proclama- 


tion vpon paineof death, for the recceining end - 
entertaining of the money all over TAsſtria, as 


it was valued. That the Count 7ratiflaus of Faur- 


ſtenberz is come againe to Yiennaart the Emperors 


Citation. That on the rwo and twentieth of Ia- 


nuary, there was a follemne Feſtiuall at the Zme 
perors Court, called The Feaſt of the tree Kings, 


a merriment like to our chooſing of Kings and 
Queenes on Twelfth night ; wherein Philyppus 
de Magni was King, and the Lady of Honour, 


Aerodes was Chiefe Hunter, who had provided 
at the place called the Borrow,or Caſtie,a Hare, 
a2 Wolfe, and a Beareto bee hunted : all which 


paſtimes being ended, they returned toa ſtately 
Banquet ; andaftera Falletioor Daunce , which © 


laſted all night. | 


Now you muſt conſider, that theſe Sportes . 


were performed on the Ice, andat this paſtime 
thcre :

That the Embaſſadour fent :the laſt yeare b 
his Imaperiall Maieſtie to the Grand S72ncur, hat 
certified Cefar, that hte was at the firſt orderly 
Todged with diuers Guardes of IaniFaries, and 
Colours diſplayed ; and within three dayes ſol- 
lemnly ſent for, and broughtby the Yzceer tothe 
young Emperours preſence, who belike was 
'eaughr to call forformerPreſidents, and Con- 
_ traGs betweene the Emperour Matthias of hap- 
py memory, and his farher TAcomate, which 
ce would followe. The reſt of the ſpeech was 
betweene the Mufti, the Yiceer, and the £m- 
baſſadour , and the Concluſion was rather peace 
then warre : The Conditions obferued which 
had beene formerly enſarged, and ſo hee would 
tcnd-an Embacie to Cefar accordingly. | 
Heere the Embaſlzdour add:d fome thing of 
His owne, as if thetumults of Conſfantizople in- 
duced the State the more eaſily to condeſcend 
to the articles of-agreement concerning a peace. 
They further write, thar the Laud day in Poland 
began the ſixth of February , and is tocontinue 
three weekes, £ 
Thar there is another Embacie from Bethe/en 
Gabor for a Peace, to which the Lords of Hun- 
gary are very willing ; but Efterhuſs is a ſore re- 
-pugnant, in alleadging diuers reaſons to the con. 
orary. 
4 that it muſt bee diſhonorable to the Em- 
perour,that fo meane a:Prince ſhould inforce his 
B2 OWNe 
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owne conditions, and compell the Emperour of 


Germany to an Inferiours appointment. 

Secondly, that Tecing hee hath recouered Bo. 
hemia , it will bee but'a mockery to the whole 
world, if hce ſhould' contentto any diuifton of 
Hungzarie. | 


Thirdly, confi-lering how often B2rhelem Ga- 


boy with his T«rkes hath broken the Articles of 
Truce,he is more fitter for a caftigation then ad- 
miſſion into h.s Imperiall embraces. 

Fourthly , they cannot yet forget the affrigh- 
tings of Y:erza,andthe foragingoof. the countrey 
round about. 

Fiftly, hee doeth ſtill maintaine his Maieſties 
Rebels,the Marqueſle leg gendorff, the Countics 
T horne father andſonne, Count Lanpenbureand 
diuers others. 

Laſt of all, hee keepeth-ſundrie priſoners, and 
will not releaſe them without ranſome , though 
the Emperour ſent a folemne Meſlage about 
them. 

To this Letter was addedlike a Schedule, that 
there ſhall be a day of meeting for the Lords of 
Stiria, Carimhia,Carniola,both concerning Reli- 
210n,and the contributions of rhe countrey. 

That the Inhabitants of alfthe great townes, 

_ euen Yjenna 1t ſeife, are humble Suppliants to 

Ceſar, that the 7eſ#;ts make no further innouati- 

on,but that they may freely enioy their Conſci- 
Cccs, as 1Sconditioued, 

And that there is cometo-Fjenna a Mandate, 
ReZitturoria, by which the Pope'clceres the Ca 
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dinall of Claſſell, of the accuſations brought a- 
-painſt him, as anenemy tothe Houſe of Auſtria, 
and that therefore he is to be reſtored to his Ho» 
nors, Dignitics, goods,and cſtate againe. 


From Prague the 12. of February. 


We haue as many Letters from: Prague, as. 
from Ytenna, but they come not ſo open nor tu- 
ſtifiable, and are many times ſearched and inter.. 
cepted, as iffued out of a ſuſpicious place, wh-re- 
i are many vnconſtanr people, Yet for althis we 
haue ſcuerall Letters, & as they come f16 {cuerall 
places, yo. ſhall haue them in the ſame manner. 

From Berlin they write, Thar there paſſed 
fundry Poſts with Letters fromthe Emperonr to 
the King of Denmark, and that Ne ves 15 come 
out of Poland, How the Colonell Ferensbech, 
who in formertimes ſerued the King of Foiand, 
and was raken Priſonerby the T azkes, is {er at li- 
bertie by the Interceſsion of Bethelem Gabor, 
whereupon by way of gratuitie, and.in recom- 
pence of fo great a benefit, he will leauy 10040 
men and bean afsiſtant ro Gabor, Vpon which 
incitation- Colozell Sparin willalſo ſend 3000, to 
aduance the cavufe of the better. | 

From Zanim they write that the Trarfiluarians 
naue lately flaine 6. Companics of the Regiment 
of Ladron,ab zut Presbure, where they make dai- 
Iv inrodes,andiacurftons vpon the domifions of 
the Emperor. 

From L7ut; they write, That certaine Impe-

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- rial Commiſſioners are dayly expeRed about the - 
Confiſcation of the Lands and goods of certaine 
Loxds and Gentlemen who are taken or fled to 
the Tranſluanians, which extremity 1s preten- 


ded to be ſhewed for the detaining of others in 
better obedience, ſo that nothing 1s threatned 
bur a Reformation, as they call it, For the Proze- 
ſtaxts dare not preach, and a dearth is ſo great a- 
mong the people, that many Boores live vpon 
Oates and Pranne, 

To this is added;rhat feuen pillers of the great 
Bridge 1s taken away with the Ice, and to the 
oreat maruell of many people , newes came 
to them, that foure Coaches of the Duke of 
 Branſwicke paſſed through Prague toward Yiewna 
with a ſolemne Embacie, for the reftitution of 
the Biſhopricke of Habberſtate , but it is ſuſpe- 
ed, the Emperour will Politickly referr him to 
the Pope, ro whom he will not appeale, but looſe 
his Bithopricke rather,vuleſſe better dayes come 
for the recouecry. 

And allthis is inthe firſt letter from Prague. 
A ſecond Letter from Pragne aduilcth vs 

taus-much, that the Laud day of $/eſza is defer- 
red three weekes longer, notwithſtanding the 
Lord Adam of Walleſtety Steward of Bohemia: 
and rhe Lord Te/lenberg Prefident ofthe Appel- 
_ tations. and the Lord Otto Melander are ſet for- 
ward to goe to this Dier, and there 1s expcaati- 
on of great matters, 

But among other remarkable things, as wee 
have had ftrange Tempeſts , Thunders, and 
| Light- 
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Lightnings allthis Winter, wee vnderſtand, that 
about Zips In Leitſcha in Tranſjluania, there 
came ſuch a number of Flyes, very ſtrange for 
greatneſle with foure wings apiece,that they lay 
ypon the ground like Locuſts, and covered a- 
whole league; but they rarried not long : for 
on a ſudden alcogether they tooke their flight 
alofr , and ſpread their wings and tayles in ſuch 
a faſhionabie manner, as if they had been taught 
an order 1n-their ſtrangzneſſe : For being aloft, 
they ſo thickned the ayre, that all was darkeneſle 
vaderneath for the ſpace of two leagues ; and 
the Inh2bitants of the Countrey were affrigh- 
ted at the accident, and for the time of two 
houres, it was a fearefull ſpeRacle; bur at laſt 
with a kinde of hideons ſcriching noyſe, they 
mounted alittle higher, and rooke their flight 
toward Poland, This was much diſputed vpon, 
both for the ſhape of the Flye,which was like a 
Squirrell, and for the manner of their abode, 
wich the vauſuall forme of their Wir.gs : Bur 
God hath his creatures for his Inſtruments, and 
will haue his workes manifeſted, which wee vn- 
derſtand nor. . 

Thusfarrethe Letter, which though it pro- 
ducea myracle, yet becauſe I know my ſeltc of 
2s wonderfull anaccident- in Exzland, I will not 
bee altogether incredulous, and thus it was : In 
the Mcadowes by Til{barie Hope, neere the 
Thames, the ground belonging to one Herd of 
Strfford , there came ſucha multitudeof Mice, 
but from whence, or by what meanes, G o D 

knowes, 
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knowes, that although there were killed ſo ma- 
Dy bythe people as filled 80. Dung-carts, and 
were throwen into the River, yet the multitudes 
increaſed, and couered the ground , that they 
_ denoured the very rootes of thegrafſe,and ſhea- 
redall aſunder miraculouſly : Bur-fee the good- 
neſſe of God ! whenman knewe not how to de- 
ſtroy them, nor could tell which way tobeeridd 
of the. annoynance: there-came into the place 
ſuch an infinite number of Owles, that quickly 
deuoured all theſe Vermine;and when they had 
done, went quietly away , and neither Owles, 
nor Mice euer ſeene,or heard of after, This is in 
your Coronicles, and as I take it, ſome foure or 
fue and fortic yeares ſince. 

_ A third Letter from Prague , maketh menti- 
on of a fearefull Commilſsion againſt the Prote- 
ſtants, that thoſe that dwell in the lower fide of 
the Citie, vnder the Priorate of our Lady, muſt 
alter their Religion by Eaſter day next ,and that 
vnder goodteitimonies, yea Confteſlors hands, 
or elſe confiſcate theirgoods, and haue all their 
Eſtates ſeazed vpon. To which is addcd. the vn- 
rulineſſe of the Souldiers in every place ; where- 
vpon, by reaſon of the complaint of the people, 
and the keeping backe of Victuall from the Mar- 
ket , the Commiſſaries were enforced to goe to 
tne Duke of Ho!ſteine , a principall Commaun- 
derof the Empcrours, who thereupon ſent his 
ewne 1000. Horſe to view the Quarters,and re- 

forme the diſorders, 
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From Hambure the 17 of February; 
The Letters that come from Hamburg write of di. 


gers things out of the County of Schaunburg,which 


I haue reduced in this manner for your better vnder. 
Randing, for they have theſe particulars: that diuers 
of _— ſouldiers for their better ſecurity tooke 
the paſlages of the Hans townes, and ſo go that way 
both into Brunſwick and Braxdenburg : but for want 
of mony or wantonnefle it ſelfe,they ſell their horſes 
at caſte rates,and ſo truſt to their owne legges home- 
ward : that the Count of Schannberg hath promiſed 
the Imperials Army to receiue 500 into Reytelin: that 
che leauicd ſouldiers 8 other gariſons of the Coun- 
ty hauc forſaken their holds, enely the Towne of 
Mindenholds it out brauely : thatthe Imperiall and 
Spaniſh forces arc as it were intermingled, pot with« 
out repining againſt ene another. 

The Count of Reztberg is at Ditfield in the Coun- 
ty of Razenſpurg - the Count of halt at Lribeken 
in the Biſhopricke of M:z»dex. Honſ:Tilley himfclic 
at Wildeſhowſen in the Archbiſhopricke of Bremes , 
which gaue way to that rumor, that the City of Bre- 
wex Was ſurpriſed by him. 

Indeed his appreches made the whole Country 
afraid, and there came diuers Ambaſhes vnto him to 
remoue from thoſe quarters,namely from Denmark, 
Brunſwicke, Laneburg, Bremen, Schaunburg, Lip and 
Oldenburg. 

They alſo write,that the Imperiall forces, will be-

All this while Generall 7:/\ is treating with the 
lower Saxony, for money to Pay his ſouldiers, and ir 
is thought, that Minden and Bremen both ſhall con- 
tribute, or elſe be enforced:to this purpoſe are letters 
from Newburg,thatthe Duke of Lavehive for all the 
fouldiers arc diſmiſt out of the lower Saxony, keepes 
490 men in pay, andthe Country is divided , asfea- 
ring one another. VWhereupon Generall T:{y, and 
the Count of Reitberg came well appointed re Peter- 
ſhagen to treat with the Duke of Luneburg, cither to 
take order,that the gariſons might bee payed; orre- 
mouedro ſome better quarter. 

Other Letters report, that Marsfleldis ſtayed with 
the Srates, and ſhalthave 1000 foor,and a rooo horſe 
into Eaft Freeſland to keepeit, as an eighteenth Pro- 
uincenow belonging to the States of Holland:which 
cauſed Generall Tilly ro come towrrd Minden, and 


other places of ſtrength, vpon a treaty to receiue cer- 
caine gariſons for the Emperour,which were march- 
ing toward the Weſer to debarre the forces of the

States from coming that way: ſo that there was rea- 
fon to his demand, becauſe the whole Empire is obli- 
gedto the. of Spazze,that he may recouer again his 
xeuolted lands belonging to the ancient Dukedome 
of Burgundy : and thus arc theſe Countries now,tlic 
ftate of the war,and which way ſocuer the wind turn, 
the Biſhopricks ar ſure to haue rhe duſt of difſencion 
and troubles blowne in their faces.

The Letrers from C#/{cx ſhall ſerue-in ſtead of thoſe 
of Muxfter,and containe theſe particulars; that after 
M ansficld had left Eft Freeland, & yer placed moſt 
 ofhis men in ſeuerall rownes, hee went with Count 

Erneſtns Caſiemire of Naſſaw to Groizing, and there 
they lodged in the palace of the deceaſed count W-l- 
liam of Naſſaw, and ſo from thence hge came to the 
Hage, and was receiued with great applauſe and tri- 
umph : all which was certified to Monſ* Tilley, who 
came by calic iourneyes out of Heſſe into Brewes, 
and inthe Emperors name ſeizeth vpon althe places 
he can ouer-maſter but money failing, hee is glad to 
inſiouate wich the Townes, and fo keepcth as faire 
quarter as vnruly ſouldiers accuſtome. 

Another Letter from Cul{e» makes mention of a 
buſineſle in the Marquiſate of Brandenburg, which 
amazcth the Imperialls,for they vaderſtand,that the 
Prince of Poland hath beenelately with the Marquis, 
and that the EleQorall widow of Brandenbarg is re- 
turned out of Sweden home againe, but whar the 
Prince of Polands buſinellc was, or ro what end this 
faire widow is come inco her Country, is not yet 
knowne. 

They write further, thatthe Sparierds, who lye in 
the land of Gulicke and other quarters,hauc been vp- 


on ſome cnterprize, butare returned with leile of 
time and labour. |

The Leeters from the Hage ſhall alſo tell you the 
. newes from .dmftordam,and in this manner they ex- 
plaine themſelues : that there hath been generall re- 
ioycing with ſome Bone-fires in Zealand, for ſome 
ood ſucceſle their ſhippes haue had in ſenerall voy« 
ages : thatthe great danger which-the Country hath 
ſuſtained by reaſon of the Ice is (thanks bee to God) 
oucrpaſſed: that vpenthe returne of the States from 
England, Mansfieldſhall know what to truſt vnto, or 
elſe be honourably conuoyed to what place hee will : 
that vpon a rumour of the Spaniard making himſclfe 
firong about Gech inthe land of Cleve, diuers com- 
panics marched to the frontiers, and Count Henry of 
Neſſaw prepared to follow with ſufficicnt forces to 
preuent the enemies incurſions. 

They alſo write, that Count HM arnsficld went to 
CArnhew,but the enemy was out of the Country be. 
fore he came,notwithſtanding count Erneſt of Naf- 
ſaw Gouernor ef Gelderland,and the Lord Market ge- 
nerall of the horſe, and Governor of Ar»hem enter= 
tained him with all honorable reſpect : hee had many 
followers, and it is rumored, the States haue better 
confidcred of the matter, and willnot part with him, 
fo that Count Erneſt hath offered him his gouern. 
ment, and will take ſome other charge vpon him: bur 
when all is done, I thinke hee will backe againc into 
Freeſland:for vpon breaking vp of the weather, he re. 
turned to the Hage,and fo the States fit daily in coun- 
cclL expcaing ſome plcaling and correſpondent an- 
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ſwer from England. Iris alfo rumored, there hath 
been an encounter at ſea, betwixt the Hollaxders, and 
Spaxiards,butthe particulars arc'nor yer kaown, an d 
ſorhe matter is vncercaine. 

The States of diuers Townes are ſentfor, and not 
withour cauſc: for theſe forty yeares they were neuer 
in fo greatdanger: butnow conſidering the enemie 
doth neighbour them round aboutin all the newter- 
Prouince, namely, Clene, Weſiphalia, Munſter, the 
Land of Lake, and Eaſt Freeſland , itis high time to 
prouide for greater miſchicfes then formerly they 
were affrighted with,when theſe places were butlittle 
alarums to a campe, and gaue the other Pcouinces 
A rhe enemy approached, but euer ſince 
the loſle of Weſel, theirfeare and danger increaſed : 
yet of late they haue receiued newes, that the prin- 
cipall ſhips of 0ftezd, and Dunkrreke are recalled into 
Spaine to make the flect the more compleat, that is 
going into the eff 1ndies againſt the Hollanders. 


From Bruſſels the 26 of February. 


The Letters from Bruſſels are full of vnkind reports, 
and the fancies of men are much buficd with con- 
ieures,as if England were diſtaſted with Spaine,and 
diſcouercd tbe very caufes and- grounds about the 
delaics of the contra between the Prince of Wales, 
andthe Lady cHaria Infanta : infomuch that they 
ſay plainly,there is an Engliſh Ambaſlador ariued at 
Pars, tO treat ofa mariage betweene the Kings ſiſter 
Madam Herricta,and the Prince of Wales, They alfo 
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write, that five men of war went out of offend in the 
opcn view of the Hollanders, who ſet vpon them, bur 
were quickly weary,and fo deſiftcd:to this they adde 
that there was ſorrow and hanging downe the head, 
that Count Henry Yandenberg ſped no better, bur 
returned our of Gelderland with ſome lofle. 

Another Letter certifies vs,that the Archducheſſe 
or the Ixf4xt4 in the name of the King of Spaixe hath 
lately diſpoſed of certaincoffices; namely, the Duke 
of Croy is made principall of che Chamber of Finan- 
ces,or the Exchequer : the Count of Hochſtrate Go- 
_ uernor of CMrtojes-: the Count of Nowelles an high 
Commilſlary for the cheofing of the Magiſtrates in 
Flanders : andthe ſon of the Count Bucquey great 
Seneſchall of H:yxalt, but becauſe he isnor of age, 
the Count of Yalers ſhall in the meane time execute 
the placz. To this they adde ſome newes from 
Fr :#6cc,that the Province of Bretazgne hath giuenvn- 
to the French King 506000 Florins or Gelders, cach 
one 2 ſhillings ſterling,to be freed of certaine Edits 
and Impoſts as to the diſturbance of the whole coun- 
try. The country of Poi#ou hauc excuſed trhemſclues 
fromthe 'Kingsrole,or new taxations, pleading anci- 
ent immunities, and King Henry the fourths confir- 
mation of their cuſtomes : and that the Duke of Soi/- 


ſozs harh lately built at Grexoble in Delpbinate,a Col- 
ledgefor the Jeſnits. 
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
